HIGHWAYS NOT SIGNBOARDS 


State Commission Acts Properly in Forbidding 
Lettering on Road Pavements 

'rite action of tlie California State Highway 
Commission ordering erased all signs and 
symbols of the Kit Klux Klan that have been 
painted or otherwise inscribed on pubifc 
higliw.'iys and forbidding further signs on the 
roadways is riglit. This action does not rep¬ 
resent a fight hy the commission against the 
klan, but merely a fight to keep the highways 
clean of advertising. It diances that the 
klan is the offender in this case. But the 
order of the commission would apjily with 
etiual force to any other organization or any 
individual who might deface the highways 
by lettering or symbols of any kind. 

Tire highways are made for travel, not for 
atlvertising media. Whatever inscriptions are 
allowed on tlie highway surface should be 
restricted to signs for the guidance anti safety 
of traffic. Whatever else might he written 
on the pavement would only tend to lessen 
the attention value of the safety signs.

These triumphs of aviation jiionecring arc 
a few of the many that now adorn the annals 
of .American aerial navigation. However more 
advanced .some of the F'uro])ean countries 
may he in their commercial a])|>lication of 
aviation, it cannot he said that .America has 
been lacking in the inventive genius or the 
demonstrated spirit of daring that have laid 
the foundations for greater things in the 
future. 

It has been less than 21 years since the 
Wright brothers achieved their first flight 
in a heavicr-than-air machine when they suc¬ 
ceeded ill making it stay in the air for less 
than one mimite. It has been just 20 years 
this month since tlie "same aviators made the 
first circle in an airplane. It was not much 
of a circle, perha|is, compareri with the aerial 
stunts that are common iierformances today. 
But it was an achievement full of promise, 
though in all prolialiility the circling of the 
globe by airplane vvitliin two decades from 
that time was then beyond the most roseate 
hopes of the Wrights. 

That the development of long-distance avia¬ 
tion has gained great impetus from this glohe- 
encircling feat is evident right now in the 
fact that similar attempts hy fliers from three 
countries (Portugal, Great Britain and Argen¬ 
tina) were undertaken during the time that 
the American expedition was successfully 
achieving its aim. 

.Speed was ntit the object of this .American 
globe flight, although surprisingly fast schetl- 
iiles were maile on the trip which vva^ a stic- 
cessioii of experiments in unproven ])aths. 

There will he immefliately, no douht, other 
expeditions dispatched for the purpose of 
breaking the records of these first American 
globe fliers. But. whatever s]>e(;d any future 
aviators may he able to make in the .-ittempt 
will redoimd in analysis to the credit of these 
pioneer adventurers of the air. whose discov¬ 
eries have brought the knowledge that will 
benefit all who take the same trail after them.
